The peasants are friendly to the 
Prussians to avoid ihe terror of the Uhlans. 
Tbe bourgeois -want the Empire restored ;

The offi- 
cers ileal away with the money of the army, 
breed insurrection among Ibe men by their 
abnse.and run'at ihfi first fire. The sol- 
diers throw down their arms in engagement* 
and refuse Id fight; because they have no 
confidence in tbeir officers.
